our yesterduy's issue; wo showed that 
land in a do by tho Treasurer and con- 
jtjy by llio Executive, on tho public 
icouvor Island lor thu current year is 
'00. Computing tho population nt 
.out on the Island at 3000, and wo thiuk 
this ia not very much below tho aotual num- 
ber, wo have every man, woman and child 
in tho country required to pay about S100 a 
'lead, or every male adult nbout S200 a 
ad to the Government of the colony. And 
tiat does tho Treasurer or tho Kxceutiv u 
effor the inhabitants as an equivalent (or this 
outlay 1 Wo might say absolutely nothing 
— nay worso than nothing ; for if we 
had no (Jovcrnment, the people would 
very quickly organize a simplo and effec- 
tive administration, lhat instead of acting 
in opposition to the popular will would 
carry out, with something liho intelligence 
and vigor, the wishes of tho peoplu. Is 
there a person on the island who does not 
feel convinced that 6ueh a system of Govern- 
ment could be carried on for one-Jifth tho 
amouut at present demanded, and then show 
a greater oxpendituro on public works ? In- 
stead of finding men disconsolate and dis- 
contented ; analhoniati6ing tho Government 
and ultimately leaving tho colony, wo should 
803 everyone satisfied with his lot, and throw- 
ing his whole energy into the development of 
the colony's resources. But to como back to 
the Treasurer's $291,000 — we do not ask 
him " What will he do with it 1 " but " how 
is be to got it ? " Does ho or any man 
in his senses beliovo that such a sum could 
be screwed out of tho unfortunnto inhabit- 
ants of Vancouver Island, oven if the rack 
with all its tortures were employed? The 
thing ia a sheer impossibility. It will bo 
fouud even next to an impossibility to collect 
the money already voted by tho House. In- 
deed, if the newspaper reports are correct, 
the Treasurer hiinsell acknowledges as much; 
for we find him saying that the House of 
Assembly had voted more money than they 
could expect to draw from the limited re- 
sources of tho colony. On what ground 
therefore, Mr. Watson and his colloagues 
call, after this, for more money it is difficult 
to conceive. It is equally difficult to under- 
stand on what principle of political economy 
these financiers ask tho man who stays 
in the colony to pay tho taxes ol the man 
who goee uwuy. Wo are told that tho 
Government estimate of receipts will exceed 
the actual amount by ten per cent ; because 
ol tho falling off in population and of a re- 
duction in the numbers of those in business, 
nnd we are at the same time and with much 
naivete informed that this ten per cent will 
have to bo made up by tho people who ro- 
main. This prooruatean policy of suiting 
tho inhabitants to tho Government instead 
of tho Government to the inhabitants may 
be very unique in its way but wo fancy it 
will not bo found very practicable. It would 
he an admirable schome if it could be carried 
out — if the audience in a theatre for in- 
stance were required to pay for all the 
empty soats, and the passengers in a steamer 
for all tho vacant berths. According to this 
brilliant theory, it' thero were but 30 people 
on the Island instead of 3000 theso thirty 
would have the whole of the §291,000 to pay. 
It never lor u moment enters these gentle- 
men's heads that tho rational way is 
when tho receipts are falling oil to cut down 
tho expenditure. Instead of this the Treas- 
urer as well as tho Colonial Secretary eaya 
that it is " inexpedient to reduce thu present 
revenue ol ilia colony," which means of 
course that tho pooplo have got to pay the 
money, whether they number 10 or 10,00u, 
and whether they uto in prosperity or adver- 
sity. 

There is another amusing political prin- 
ciple enunciated by theso amateur Glad- 
stones. We are told that tho colonial 
revenuo is responsible lor any deficit in the 
Crown revenue- Well, by u parity of reas- 
oning tho Crown revenue is responsible for 
any deficit in the colonial revenue. We 
would like, however, to see Mr. Oordwoll'e 
luce on the presentation of that little balance 
Of 8133,000 spoken ol by the Treasurer. 
We are afraid that the gentleman who re- 
cognizes no charge on the Crown revenue 
beyond the salaries of Governor nnd Colonial 
Secretary, would stare rather wildly at the 
proposition. 

It really looks as if our oflicial economists 
had got into a rather ridiculous plight 
They first diller nearly a hundred thousund 
dollars in their estimate of the deficit in the 
revenue ; they then acknowledge in 0110 and 
tha -same breath that while thu House has 
voted rnoro money than can bo collected, it 
is inexpedient lo reduce the revenue ; we 
nro next informed that in proportion to the 
number of people who go out of business or 
leave tho colony will tho remaining population 
have additional burdens to boar; and lastly 
by way of a climax wo nre told the people ol 
V r ancouvor Island aro responsible for tho 
liabilities of the Crown. Thu next proposi- 
tion doubtless will be that wo shall, pros- 
perous people as we are, pay off the English 
national debt. Nothing would bo more just 
or moiu easy, ami wo oomtnenU tho idea, if ii 
has not been already entertained, to those 
Bago men of figures across James Hay.

The river here is rising 
vary fust, arid isjunasaajly high for this sea- 
son, 'lhe sieamera Hud groat difficulty i:i 
avoiding the drift wood. The weather is 
clear and warm.

COURT OF ENQUIRY. 

[Before Chief Justice Ncodham, assisted by Cap- 
tain Price, and SaiUng-ttlMtsr Townacnd, H. 
M. S. Scout.] 

Third Dny— Concluded, 

IHVMDAY, May 10th, 18G6. 
'The third and final Court of Enquiry 
touching tho loss of tho Hudson Bay Co, 
steamer Labouchere, Uaptaiu Moual, on 
Point Reyes, April 14th, was openod yes- 
terday morning at 10 o'clock. 

In the ausonco of the chief ofliccr, His 
Honor enquired if thero was any person in 
Court who wished to givo his testimony 
under tho commission- 

Captain Mount wished to state that, tho 
reason why the lead was not hove lor half an 
hour after the ship struck, was that the lead 
and lino wero mislaid and could not bo 
found. Mr. Chambers bad thrown the 
bl .muon him for not easting the lead, but 
ii wus Mr. Chambers business and not bid to 
nee that the load wus in its proper place ; 
on the passage down liu had ordered that leads 
mill linej should ba kept ready at the paddle 
boxes; if the Indian who was 1 said to be on 
the louk-out when the vessel struck, was not 
satisfactory, it wus Mr. Chambers' duty to 
havo appointed another look-out man ; the

Foit the Noktu — The sloop Hi tig loader, 
belonging- to our enterprising townsmen, Mr. 
Cunningham and Mr. Harper, and having a 
large and woll solecteil assortment of goods 
suited to Indian traffic, sailed on Monday 
last on a trading voyage to tho North-west 
Coast. She first touches at New Westminster, 
where she goes for a clearance, as woll as to 
land a number of passengers cn route to tho 
British Columbian diggings, nnd tbon will 
visit in detail the different Indian settlements 
along tbe coast as far as Fort Simpson, her 
ultimate destination northwards, from which 
point Bbe will start on ber home trip. It is 
expected that. the voyage up and buck again 
will bo made in about three months. Mr J, 
Harper is skipper, and Mr. J . F. MoGrath 
goes us supercargo. Should Ili3 venture 
prove successful, it is tho intention of Mr. 
Cunningham to send a much largor vessel and 
greater quantity of goods on tho next trip. 
In the various and excellent articles which 
go to malie up Ihj Ringleader's cargo there 
is not — oh, strange omission !— a single bottle 
tjf alcohol included. — Nanaimo Gazette. 

Fhom Sitka. — Tho schooner Norlh Star, 
Captain Malowanski, arrived yesterday mor- 
ning from Sitka, to which place she sailed 
on December 29th, with a general cargo for 
the llu6sian Fur Trading Co., arriving on 
February 22nd. Shu Bailed from Sitka for 
Victoria on March 1st, experienced souths 
east winds coming down, und northerly on 
the voyage up. Wheu near Slikeen struck 
a roek, knocking part of her keol off, with 
bilge badly chafed. At Kake on the ap- 
proach of tbe Russian Company's trading 
steamer, in search of tho pinndorers and 
murderers of tho crow of the Royal Charlio, 
tho Indians made for the bush. Tho 
schooner bad her sails split different times on 
tho passage!, both up and down. While at 
Sitka the secretary lor the Colony died 
Tbe Sparrowhawk was seen near Salmon 
river, and the Heaver near Fort Rupert. 
The cargo consists ol old coppor and a small 
quantity of furs. Mr. Malowanski describes 
tho voyage as devoid of interest. 

Nanaimo and xhk Maii, Steameks — The 
Mail steamer Oregon, from New Westmin- 
ster, came into harbor early on Sunday 
morning last, and after shipping some DOS 
tons of coal, left on Thursday forenoon for 
Ban Francisco via Victoria. Sho had got 
but a little way beyond Protection Point, 
however, whon a leakage in tho boilers was 
discovered which caused a detention of seve- 
ral hours ere it was remedied and steaming 
resumed. The captain states that should 
the contract for carrying tho Vancouver Is- 
land mails be given to tho O. O. & M. S 
Co., their vessels will call regularly at Nan- 
aimo to coal, lie is highly satisfied with the 
facilities afforded for loading here, but better 
ntill With the large measure of coal given— 
tbe ton hero being 22-10 pounds while in Sat: 
Francisco, whore the price is double, it i- 
only 2000 pounds. By golfing her supply 
of coal here in preference to San Francisco, 
the Oregon netted u clear S3000. 

Accident to tub Steamer Oregon — O.i 
Wednesday afternoon somo half a dozen 
wagons iaden with coal, gettteg loose from 
the restraint of the brakes, dashed down tho 
railroad ttack leading to the new wharf and 
colliding with three trucks stationed there 
forced one of thoin off the wharf on to the 
deok of tho Oregon. Fortunately the Speed 
of tha runaway wagons was somewhat ur- 
rostod previous to the collision, by one of 
their numbor getting off the track, or it is 
probable tho whole hatch would havo gone 
on boatd. The damage done to the steamer 
by the wagon tumbling upon her is incon- 
siderable, Happily, at the lime, thero were 
zio persons on that part of the dock on which 
iho truck made its descent to " break the 
/all " of tho vehicle — Nanaimo Gazelle.

STJICID3 IN THB JAIL. 

An enquiry was hold yesterday befell the 
Stipendiary Magistrate and - Jary, of which 
Mr. R. G. Marsh was foreman, touching 
the death of an Indian, sontenccd at tho last 
Assizes to two years' imprisonment for an 
assault committed at Nanaimo, and confined 
in Victoria prison. Tho Magistrate suggested 
that the evidence be first taken, and then the 
coll and body viowod by tho jury. 

An officer proved thnt ho was warden of 
tho prison, and that about 3:30 a.m. on 
Thursday morning ha was on duty and heatd 
some noiso iu tho Debtor's room ; went in 
that direction, when ho heard a knocking at 
tho wicket of tho cell in which were conSaed 
a Chinaman nnd three Iudiar s ; the Chinaman 
made tho noise. On onteriug found tho In- 
dian hanging to a bar in the window of tho 
cell, bis feetubont five or six inches from the 
floor. The officer exhibited tho strap, to 
which was attached a common necktie, with 
which tbe Indian had hanged himself | tho 
strap had been used to keep up his pants ; 
the necktie was twisted hard liko a rope; 
the Indian was, to nil appearance, quite dead. 
Dr. Davie was immediately sent for ami 
airivod in about seven minutes; did not 
hear deceased say anything about his sen- 
tence. 

Officer MoAdara was door guard ; about 
3:30 a.m. heard a noise in one ol tbe col Is . 
walked across tho yatd to cajl the guard ; 
heard an Indian in tho cell say that another 
wan dead ; wont to the wicket and saw the 
man hanging to a bar ol the window ; opened 
the door and in prosoneo ol'tbe warden cut him 
down. 

Joe, a Chinese prisoner, was noxt put in 
the witness-box, and said that about 10 
minutes to -1 a. m., ho had occasion to get up, 
when he saw the Fort Rupert Indian Irom 
Nanaimn against tho wall ; made a noise to 
call the guard ; bad heard the Indian say he 
did not like two years' hard work, and saw 
him laughing the day previous. 

An Indian prisoner in the same cell was 
examined, Officer MoAdara acting as inter- 
preter. He said he slept very sound ; ently 
in the morning tho Chinaman tol l hi in to get 
up ; called the j ii lor ; tho Indian who 
hanged himself was in good spirits on the 
day before, if ho had been in bad spirits 
would have watched him. Another Indian 
occupying the same cell suid that ho did uot 
hear Charlie say ho would hang himself. 

The Jury hero examined Iho cell. 

Dr. Davie said bu was called about four 
o'clock in the morning to come immediately 
to the jail, as a man hud hung himself j on 
arrival found decenscil lying on his side quite 
duad. The body was quito warm, and death 
had taken place about lialf-an hour before. 
The case was too far gone to warrant any 
attempt at restoring animation. 

Lazir, a prisoner, who was in tho same 
cell, deposed that ho was a Canadian Indian, 
deceased asked him tho day beforo iu jail 
how lorg ho hud to 6erve, he said two und 
a-half years ; deceased told him ho had 
three years to serve, und commenced crying. 

Sergeant Wilmer said ou Tuesday, when 
ho was bringing deceased over to jail he 
asked how lung he had to serve? WilnoRs 
replied two years ; -the piiBoner said he 
should not be alive in two years. Ho tieomed 
in good spirits. 

A Juror — What was his crime ? 

Witness — Assaulting un Indian woman 
ut Nanaimo, und stealing a kerchief from her 
ueek. 

Juror — Was that all he got two years for! 
Witness— It was charged as highway 
robbery, 

This concluded thn enquiry, and tho jury 
alter consulting together desired to return 
a verdict implying that tho deceased had 
hung himself in consequence of tho effect 
produced upon his mind by tho sevurity of 
bia sentence. Mr. I'oniherton declined 
record such a verdict, and thu jury returned 
u verdict consouant with tho evidence ad- 
duced.

a look-out man on the Frasor river aud up 
North, und was a vory good look out man ; 
witness and Chambers wero also on tho look- 
out. When tho ship struck ho (the cop.) 
was on the port side aft of the pilot bouse, 
within 15 or 20 feet of tho bows ; looked at 
tho ships course a few minutc3 beforo she 
stittck ; sho was runniog west, nothing to 
the north. 

His Honor— How wus it that Quinu was 
so short a time at the wheel f 

Captain Mouat — I believe ho went to re- 
lieve the man so that he might get bis sup- 
per. I said on Saturday that iho malls might 
have been put into the cabin, but thero was a 
wagon load ol mails, and thoy would have 
filled up the cabin. Mr. Warren was odI/ 
employed to help tho mute to receive 
Ireight and measure it. Witness returned 
thu mail bags saved to the Consul. If a com- 
pass bad been placed where tho vessel was 
previously steered from, und compared with 
the compasses forward, that no doubt wuuld 
havo shown the deviation ; it would not have 
occupied five minutes ; tho compasses wero 
not put into tho compass box until five min- 
utes before leaving, 06 tho box was not 
placed ; tha carpenters Imd not finished it ; 
without the box tho compasses might have 
been tested; that in his judgment would 
havo enabled him to have escaped the catas- 
trophe altogether. He should not blumo the 
lirsl officer for not pointing out tho necessity 
of testing tho accuracy of the compasses ; 
witness took upon himself tho. duty ol navi- 
gating the vessel. It is thu first officer's 
duty to keep the dead reckoning, und to as- 
sist tho captain in taking sights, No portion 
of the wreck is visible ; the right and title of 
her has been sold ; if thoy can find ber no 
doubt thoy will raise her, if she is iu thirty 
fullicms of water. Sho was invoiced out to 
the Company with her stores at a cost of 
X-12,000; her cargo was valued according to 
the custom house papers, at ilO.OOO ; did not 
know tho value ol tne passengers' baggago ; 
one package that went ashr.-ro in the boat 
with .Mr. Chambers was lost by being left on 
tho beach; believed the crew ol the boat 
almost compelled Mr. Cbamhors to coma off 
to the ship tho second time; ho refused to 
raiurn at first ; ono man said to him " What 
will they say if we Icavo tha captain and 
passengers to drown V It was a strong feel- 
ing of sell-preservation that made Mr. Cham- 
bers leave tho ship. 

Alexander J. Chambers, sworn, and ex- 
amined by tho Court. 

His Honor— I am told you havo niado a 
statement that you wisli to say something 
that you havo not been allowed to say ; I 
will now take any Statement that you wish 
to make. 

ilfr. Chambers— It is not a statement with 
regntd to the Ion of the ship ; I havo ouly 
to stato that Ci.ptiin Mouat's statements 
against me aro unfounded. I deny that I 
was acting for my own self, preservation 1 do 
not wish to say any more. 1 had neither 
knowledge nor suspicion of any deviation of 
tho compasses ; it did not occur to me us 
any part of my duty to sea that the compass- 
es wero right : a few minutes would have 
enabled me to havo ascertained that there 
was a deviation in tho compasses ; If I had 
lound that deviation it would have beon my 
duty to have reported it to tho captain, and 
theu by making due allowance the catas- 
trophe might have been avoided altogether. 
1 think the shifting of the compasses right 
forward was most likely to cause a deviation, 
as all the m iss of iron was abaft the com- 
passes, which formerly was beforo them. 

Ills Honor — Captain Mouat mado a stuio- 
ment during your absence which I will read 
over to you ; (Captain Mouat's evidence read. 

Mr. Chambers anid the statement made by 
Uaptaiu .Mount as regards coming back to 
t tie vessel is partly false and partly incorrect; 
i hat part Ibat says tho crow compelled me 
tu come back is fulso ; I never heard one ofthe 
men say to ino what will the passengers 
ray if we leave the Captuin and thosu on 
board to drown ; it is all false; what did 
occur is this: we saw the fishing boat closo 
to tho ship, and we hesitated as to whether 
thero wus uny necessity for our going back ; 
we did not steer direct for tho ship, but lor 
the men that were in the little boat that was 
capsized ; I was thu second that got into 
the boat ou leaving the shore, and the other 
followed us ; one man is present who heard 
Captain Monat ordor mo to go into tho ladies' 
boat, tho rest of tho men uro at Hun Fran- 
cisco ; I believe that James Smith, who re- 
ceived the course Irom mc at 8 o'clock, will 
bu up by tho steamer California, if not ho 
can bu lound in San Francisco, 

His Honor — That becomes immatorial, as 
by either of the eiurses she would 
havo gono clear il her compasses had 
been correct. Examination continued — I 
remember distinctly seeing a bag marked 
'• Scout " and " Alert," but I cannot remem- 
ber wnetbor it wus by the last trip or the 
first. 

His Honor askod if thero was auy person 
preseul who wished to givo any further cvi- 

tlence 

F. Inward, carpenter, then came forward 
and Btatad that tho water could not havo 
lodged iu tho lorohold, as stated, on account 
ol tho lumber streaks standing up nt nn 
anglo of 45 degrees, thereby forming a 
watercourse; tho ship in his judgment was 
in danger at the liino she leaked, as a ship is 
always in danger when sho leaks. 

Mr. Elliott, Chief Engineer, recalled — The 
engine pumps would throw more water than 
all the ship's pumps ; they throw out ulouu 
1200 gallons u minute ; began pumping with 
that lorce directly after the strike, and pump- 
ed on until 2 o'clock beforo tho pumps suck- 
ed ; then wo shut of! for about a quarter of 
an hour to allow the wutor to rise up as high 
us the pumps rose ; wo conlinuod to pump 
until tho lires wore put out; all tho ship's 
pumps would throw 2U0 gallons a minute ; 
they only worked from about 2 o'clock until 
alter thu fires wero out ; at the time I went 
to look ut tho leak forward I folt no anxiety 
for the ship ; I did not think it likely that 
she would sink. 

Charles Jewell, a seaman— Stated when 
tho ship Btruck 1 asked Capt, Mouat if ho 
knew wbete ho was ; he mado no reply ; 1 
told him it was Point Del Reyos ; he said 
good God I don't know if sho will cumo off 
it ; 1 replied »t>o is coining oil it now ; he 
told mO to look out for broken watet ; I went 
to the lookout until about 1 o'clock ; 1 knew 
when »\m struck that it wus Point Reyes, I 
am well acquainted with the coast, I hud no 
doubt about it ; 1 havo navigated the const 
lot sis years between Crescent Oily and rfun 
Francisco; it was dark, thick and heavy with 
not muoh wind ; 1 know it was Point Reyes 
bv thu look ol tho land which I could see; 
the captain did not know that 1 possessed n 
local knowledge of the coast ; I was on the 
lookout from 8 to 10, the Indian relieved mo 
at 10 o'olook ; wo wore one man short aitico 
one had been undo boatswain ; the Indian wus 
put In hisplaoo; 1 believe that Chambers 
behaved well ; I watt landing in u small boat 



and mat him coming out und ho asked me to 
get into hiB boat as there wero uot enough ; we 
afterwards mot Captain Mouat and askcM per- 
mission to go on board and try und nivo our 
things ; the forccastlo wus full ol water, so 
that wo could not got into it ; we might havu 
taken ono o.- two mail bags ; 1 saw papers 
Uoaling about in tho luzarulto ; tho boat we 
wore In might have taken a dozen or fifteen 
sacks easily; if thoy had been pretty light 1 
suppose wo could have taken thirty or forty; 
boo was about eighteen or twenty feel long ; 
Mr. Chambers said sho was about twenty- 
two feet, a large roomy boat, and could have 
curried! tho whole ol tho mails ; thero wus 
time to have token thorn into Iho boats it 
thev had been on deck. 

Quinn, able seaman, recalled — When I 
wont ashore with tho ladies Mr. Chambers 
proposed hauling thu boat ashore on the 
beaoh; I told him no, ho had better go off 
the 6eoond timo; ho said the fishing boat 
would take tho passengers away; I told him 
he had better go back, il we got nothing still 
we would bavo the name of returning; and 
that it would bo mora to his credit to go 
back to the ship ; so we then concluded to 
BO, and u man belonging to the Princess ! 
Royal went with us. 

By the Court — II tho mail bags hud been 
on deck they would havo flouted, und tho 
Orizaba and a schooner that was cruising 
about would have moat iikoly picked them 

up 1 

Mr, Ohambers — Yes. 

Win. Seolt stated— I wnH a passenger on 
board the Lahouohere, and was in tho same 
boat with tho ladies and Mr. Chambers. 
Heard Captain Mount tell Mr. Chambers to 
take charge of the boat. Mr. Chambers 
went up to his neck in the water to gal into 
the boat to cotno out tho rjeoond time, This 

man ( Quinn) was so d scared that he 

did not know whether ho was in Frisco or 
Victoria, lima steamboat man. I have 
beon cn the pilot boat on the Columbia river. 
I inn an Englishman. Some of the fire- 
men and sailor3 wero the first nshore, and 
did not calculate to cotno back to tho ship. 
I believe if the sails had boon bent tho ves- 
sel would havu buen saved. 

Wood said tho lust witness was no sailor, 
that il the ;<ails had been hunt they would 
have been of no use ns there was no wind, 
and tho ship was so full bi water that she 
would uot travel through the sea. 

Bis Honor hero asked if thoro was any 
person present who could givo any further 
evidence. There behig no response, ho then 
declared tho Commission closed.

Stewart, und C. Kent, waited upon His Ex- 
cellency tho Governor to prcscut the petition 
signed by about 500 of tho principal inhab- 
itants ol the city, praying His Excellency to 
e;rant the services of tho bbaiogang for the 
purpose of cleansing the streets. 

His Worship having introduced the deput- 
ation and stated tho nature and object of the 
petition, 

His Excellency replied that no ono was 
more alivo than himse'f to the disgraceful 
stato of the streets. Under other circum- 
stances he should take some steps in this 
matter, but would it be right and proper for 
him to do what tho Legfcluture refused to 
give him authority to do/ As regarded the 
obalngang ho had no lunds to duvoto to cart- 
ago and other neoessary expenses attending 
their employment on such a work. He had 
not n farthing even to enable him to send out 
a single policeman to apprehend a criminal. 
Thoro wero certain expenses involved in this 
question which he had no funds to meet, oi 
that ho could devoto to the purpose. liu 
should iu tact be doing what he had no auth- 
ority to do by law. These were matters that 
might not occur to the deputation but that 
concerned him. Uis Excellency thou ussurtd 
the deputation that they wero much mistaken 
as to tho -competency ol tho obaingang to 
do tho work required ; from his experience ol 
them ha wus certain that tho work these men 
would do wuuld not pay for the outlay they 
incurred, and il would bo far better and 
cheaper in the end 16 engage proper workinen. 
tlo considered that he win asked to sanction 
a species of refined cruelty, as some ol the 
gang had occupied more respectable positions 
than others, and had many friends in the 
place. It was only tho other day that a pe- 
tition of considerable length hud been pre- 
sented to him, asking him to relievo a man 
in the prison, but ho could not do it ; us he 
would make no difference between criminals, 
nnd would not east himself utiilur tho im- 
putation of having sot one man to clean 
sewers and cesspools while relieving another. 
Besides, there was no proper system of sew- 
erage hero, and all that Could bo done by tho 
gang would ouly bo of temporary service. 
Ho had bimsell actually seen closets emptied 
into the main streets, but he had no power to 
remedy tho evil. He entertained no crotchet 
about tbe obaingang, but, ho repeated, that 
they would not be lit lor Iho work, and more- 
over thul lit and. responsible policemen would 
not bo got to undertake the supervision of 
such lilthy work. It was found ueccisaiy to 
take somo men on the loreo who, so to spiak, 
" were loo big for their breeches," aud these 
mon did not mind guarding the gang while 
engaged in such work as clearing a rille- 
range, but if they found that they had to go 
into closets and such places i hey would 
leave. 

Tho Mayor pointed out to His Excellency 
ibat tho petition was signed by 9-lOths ol 
the principal inhabitants of thu oily and re- 
marked it was not required that the chain 
gang should go into private properly anil 
roinovo filth, that part would he hud no 
doubt be done by private subscription, 

His Excellency said the cleanliness and 
health of lhe town efloet every inhabitant. 

The Mayor suggested that a portion oi lliu 
gang might bo employed on tins service. 

His Excellency would make no distinction, 
and if he did anything in the matter would 
turn out every man ; but he again warned 
the deputation ibat if bo did it would prove 
a signal failure, as he had seen il tried and 
know the futility from experience. Il should 
bo borne in mind that this place abounded in 
puhlio houses— there was ono uvoty Dfty 
yards— and what would bo easier than to, 
supply a glass of rum or other spirits to uf 
prisoner to induce him Iu sweep cleaner in 
front of a particular door. Tho whole thing 
would have a demoralising afloct. ft would 
also require exiru superintendence and extia 
expenso, which would bo moro than tho cost 
ol ordinary labor. Ever since he had been 
in the colony ho had been anxious to see a 
proper Incorporation established. They were 
the lit persons to attend to these matters ; 
they know more ol these things than he did, 
and lie wished to see'.ttlu people arrange their 
O'.i u affairs. It I'.ad been said that lie was anx- 
ious to have such things under his control, but 
ho could assure them that ho would not un- 
dertake it. He would undertake to say that 
with the assistance of some ol the gentlemen 
present ho oould sit down and in hull an 
hour draft a bill that would answer all lhe 
purpose ; ami with Iho rapid way in which 
bills were passed hero it might become law 
ill onco. He had obterved that tho Legisla- 
ture wonted to make him appoint o Commis- 
sion, but what right had thoy to ask him to 
undertake anything of tho sort '( The people 
should manage these aQairs themselves, us 
he was not sent out to clean sowers. 

His Excellency concluded by informing 
His Worship that ho would well consider '.he 
mailer, as ho considered tho cleanliness and 
health ol the city to bo of vital Importance, 
und was anxious to do the bust ho oould to 
assist thu Corporation, but ho did not wish to 
act hastily or on hia own responsibility, aud 
would givo hiu unswer the next day. lie 
funned strong opinions when ho had consid- 
ered a subject, but he was open nt the same 
time to be convinced thai it was necessary 
to change them. Jlo again warned the de- 
putation that if ho acceded that il would 
proven tulul wasto ol labor, and bu would ask 
where was it going to end ! Wero thu chain 
gang to become city scavengers? If so, the 
moral pestilonco would bo wureo ihun the 
physical one. lie though I some parties 



should bo indicted lor tho publio uuisanoeB 
they orealcd. A short bill would empower 
j be Mayor and Oounoll to do what they wero 
intended to do, viz. : to look after the health 
und cleanliness ol the town, and to do it far 
better than lie oould. 

Tho deputation then took their leave of His 
Excellency und withdrew.

Had the importers and 
their Iriendo not been blinded Dy sulf inter- 
est, they would havo shrunk from an encoun- 
ter in which they must eventually, Irom the 
very nature of tho case, he beaten. Iu their 
supercilious way thoy sot the Supremo Court 
against tho Legislature. They provokod an 
antagonism flattering to their vauily, but very 
dangerous lo tho liberties of tho country." 

"Weaver's [lour mills at Sydney woro des- 
troyed by firo January 1 Gib, involving a loss

ADVERTISING AS A MORAL DUTY 



A NEW VIEW OF THE SUBJECT. 

Somo years ago it was proposed by an 
American physician that members ol the 
Faculty should advertise their remedies and 
mudes of treating diseases iu the nowspapers. 
Il wus u bold and manly Idea. It was scou- 
ted, however, by the profession generally, as 
infra dig. But is thero any degralion in 
publicity? Is it not rather the great touch- 
stone thnt vies pretension 1 and univcrsnliscs 
tbe practical benefits of all » uluublo inven - 
lions untl discoveries! Should not a pro« 
lossion that aims at the mitigation of suffer- 
ing und lhe preservation of life make tho 
means of attaining these grand objects known 
through tho channel of information most 
accessible to ull classes and conditions — the 
columns ol the public piess? If it declines 
to do so, the natural inference is, oitber that 
the desire ol secrecy arises from a sordid, 
monopolising, energetic spirit, or from a 
lack of faith in its own prescriptions. 

Viewing tho subject in this light, wo may 
presume. Professor Hollo way some twenty 
years ago overleaped the barriers which lhe 
profession bad erected between itself and tbe 
public, and plunged fearlessly into the news- 
paper arena. He had discovered, or rather 
invented, after years ol research and experi- 
ments, two preparations which ho believed 
to be specifics lor noarly all tho diseases ol 
mankind ; and as an indication of his con- 
fidence in them, and a proof of his philan- 
thropic wish that, if roally valuable, thoy 
should be accessible to tho whole world,|be 
advertised thorn wherever advertising media 
existed. This wus lhe severest ordoal to 
which he could have submitted them — the 
experimentum crw:t*. Ho throw them at 
uuoe, ns it were, bcloro the sick of all re- 
gions. Ho staled their properties, pro- 
claimed what they would do, und staked 
reputation and fortune upon tho issue. That 
issue has been all that he or the world 
could have desired. The rich and the poor 
tho learned and the ignorant, physicians 
statesmen, monarohs, n nation of enlightened 
Ireedom, have sanctioned, used, and extolled 
thoin. They are fixed I'actB in medical bis- 
on ! 

Is not this belter than billing light under 
a bushel? Is il not hotter than writing pre- 
scriptions iu a dead language, and [lulling 
weights and quantities into hieroglyphics?
